Looking Glasses. 


The valuu oC a looking glass Is usual- 


ly estimated by the thickness of the 
glass, because the thicker it is th« 
stronger it must be: but. speaking sci- 
entifically, thick glasses arc defective, 
because tho outlines of tlie Image re- 
fleeted are less clearly defined. There 
are really three reflections and conse- 
quently three imaffes iu every glass 
mirror—one from the upper surface of 
the glass, the second from the lower 
surface and the third from the metallic 
layer at the back. An ideal mirror Is 
one with a perfectly, flat surface. But 
It Is only possible to obtain this result 
Iu comparatively small glasses. 
The 


larger glasses do not reflect a true Im- 
age, as they cau't be made quite flat.
